REPORT OF THE BRITISH ASSOCIATION. 
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Report of the Council. 


The Report which the Council now presents to the Members 
marks the completion of the fiftieth year of the existence of the 
Society. At the conclusion of such a period it is natural that 
the governing body, while paying full attention to the requirements 
of the present, should also concern itself with the demands of the 
future; or, in other words, take into consideration the subsequent 
aims and development of the Institute and Museum. The first part 
of the Report will therefore contain the customary account of the 
activities of the Society during the past year; while in the second 
will be given a brief statement of those views regarding future 
development that have been discussed at various meetings of the 
Council, and also the final conclusions that have been arrived at. 

Members.— Mainly through a special canvass undertaken by 
the Hon. E. Mitchelson and another member of the Council no less 
than 88 new members have been elected during the year. On the 
other hand, 29 names have been withdrawn—14 from death, 10 
from resignation, and 5 from non-payment of subscription for more 
than two consecutive years. The net gain is thus 59, the number 
on the roll at the present time being 450. It is worthy of remark 
that this is more than double the membership of the next largest 
• Society incorporated with the New Zealand Institute. 

Several of the members removed by death have been long in 
association with the Institute. Mr. L. J. Bagnall served for several 
years as a member of the Council. Colonel Burton, Dr. Lewis, 
Mr. S. J. Nathan, and Mr. Murdoch McLean have all taken con¬ 
siderable interest in the work of the Institute. In the death of 
Lieutenant II. A. E. Milnes, late Principal of the Auckland Train¬ 
ing College, who was killed in action in France a few months ago, 
the Society loses an earnest supporter, and Auckland an Educa¬ 
tionalist of high standing. In this connection it may be mentioned 
that 22 members of the Institute are at present absent with the 
New Zealand Expeditionary Force. 

Finance. —Full information respecting the financial position 
of the Society is given in the balance-sheets appended to the Report: 
but the following brief synopsis may be useful. The total revenue 
of the working account, after deducting the balance in hand at the 
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beginning of the year, has been £1,827 16s. 7d. This compares 
favourably with the amount for the previous year, which was 
£1,741 12s. 6d., showing an increase of £86 4s. Id. Examining the 
various items, it will be seen that the members’ subscriptions have 
yielded £420, being an advance of £46 4s. Od. on last year’s figures. 
The receipts from the Museum Endowment, consisting of rents and 
interest, have amounted to £713 12s. lid., evidencing a slight 
decrease. On the other hand, the receipts from the invested funds 
of the Costley Bequest, which have yielded £453 18s. Id., are slightly 
larger than last year’s amount. The remaining items call for no 
special remark. The expenditure has amounted to £1,763 11s. 4d. 
This is much smaller than the total for the last year, which was 
considerably swollen by the cost of fitting up the new Ethnographi¬ 
cal Hall, an account of which was given in the last Report. It is 
satisfactory to state that a further sum of £200 has been paid in 
part liquidation of the loan borrowed from the Investment Account 
two years ago, to defray the expenses of the above work. Another 
payment of similar amount, which it .is hoped to make during the 
present year, will dispose of the loan altogether. The cash balance 
iu hand at the present time amounts to £16£> Os. fid. 

With regard to the invested funds of the Institute, some small 
sums have been received from sales of Museum Endowments, rais¬ 
ing the total amount to £22,860 8s. 6d. With the exception of a 
small sum waiting investment, the whole of this is satisfactorily 
placed in specially selected mortgages or municipal debentures.

Those papers which were written for publication in the “Trans¬ 
actions," have been forwarded to the Editor, and should appear in 
the volume for 1917, now being prepared for the Press. It is a 
matter for regret that the number of such is so small; but a similar 
reduction is being experienced elsewhere in New Zealand, and can 
be safely attributed to the paralysing effectthat the war is exer¬ 
cising on almost all branches of human effort not immediately con¬ 
cerned with its prosecution. From the same reason, great delay 
has occurred in the issue of Volume 49 of the “Transactions,” 
which should have appeared early in the spring, but of which no 
copies are yet available for distribution among the members. Press 
of Government printing due to the war, a reduced staff, and serious 
shortage in the stock of paper, are the main reasons assigned for 
this very regrettable delay. 

Proposals suggesting a reform of the New Zealand Institute 
were submitted for the consideration of the Council by the Welling¬ 
ton Philosophical Society. The most important of these involved 
changes in the membership of the Institute which, if carried out in 
their original shape, would have injuriously affected most of the 
incorporated Societies. The proposals were considered at the recent 
meeting of the Board of Governors in Wellington, and it is now 
regarded as probable that most of the objectionable features will he 
eliminated. 

The Committee appointed by the Council to consider the Co¬ 
ordination of Science and Industry, whose first report appeared 
last year, has continued its labours during the present session, and 
has prepared a second communication. This, together with reports 
from other committees set up by the various branches of the New 
Zealand Institute, has been placed before a general committee of 
the Institute sitting in Wellington, which, it is understood, will 
shortly forward a full statement of its views to the Government. 

In connection with research, it should be mentioned that the 
New Zealand Government has announced that a grant of £509 is 
now available for division among applicants engaged in scientific 
research. Enquiries respecting the mode of administering the fund 
may be made from the Auckland Institute, through which body all 
applications from Auckland must pass. 
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Museum.—With the exception of a short period necessarily 
devoted to cleaning and re-arrangement, the Museum has been 
open to the public daily throughout the year. The attendance has 
been excellent, although not quite equal to that of the three years 
1914 to 1916. Taking the Sunday visitors first, the register kept 
by the Janitor shows that 20,810 people entered the building on 
that day, being an average of 400 for each Sunday. The greatest 
attendance was 1,011 on September 2nd. and the smallest 36 on 
April 1st, an exceedingly wet day. On the eight chief holidays of 
the year the total number of visitors was 5,540, being a daily 
average of 092. The largest attendance on any single holiday was 
1,025 on King’s Birthday, followed by 789 on January 2nd. It is 
not possible to give the actual number of people visiting the Museum 
on ordinary week-days; but, taking occasional counts as a basis of 
calculation, it is believed that the average attendance can lie safely 
estimated at 200. which would give a total of 61,000. If to this 
number be added the figures for Sundays and holidays, the total 
number of visitors for the whole year can be stated at 87,350. Last 
year the estimate was 89,757. 

Considerable progress has been made in the Museum during the 
year. The numerous recent additions to the Maori Collections have 
rendered it necessary to re-arrange a large part of the contents of 
the Maori Hall. The work is not yet completed; but sufficient has 
been done to make the collections much more intelligible to visitors, 
and more readily inspected. A plate-glass show-case has been pro¬ 
vided for the fine series of taiahas, battle-axes, etc., in the possession 
of the Museum. These are now much more worthily exhibited, and 
the space they formerly occupied has supplied accommodation for 
other articles. A new show-case, kindly presented by Mr. A. F. 
Ellis, has been utilised for the reception of the Maori musical 
instruments. An additional table-case has also been provided for 
the smaller worked stone and bone articles, many of which have 
never been previously exhibited. 

As detailed in last year’s Report, the completion of the new 
mineral room, and the transfer to it of many specimens formerly 
exhibited in the gallery of the main hall, will provide some addi¬ 
tional space for the representation of the New Zealand Fauna. It 
is intended to utilise the table-cases on the south side of the gallery 
for the reception of the New Zealand Shells, and a considerable 
amount of preliminary work has been done, such as the cleaning 
and repainting of the cases, the preparation of the travs and tablets 
for tin* specimens, cataloguing, sorting, etc. It is hoped to com- < 
mence the actual arrangement in a short time. In the taxidermist’s 
•department, Mr. Griffin has nearly completed a very realistic group 
illustrating the breeding habits of the Black-fronted Tern, one of 
the most graceful of New Zealand birds. The gtoup, which has 
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cost a large amount of patient work and preparation,'is of an 
entirely different character to those already exhibited, and will be 
generally admired. It will be placed in the Museum as soon as the 
necessary show-case can be constructed. Mr. Griffin has also pre¬ 
pared various other natural-history specimens during the year, and 
has mounted several hundreds of ethnographical articles, in addi¬ 
tion to performing many other duties. 

The additions and donations received during the year have been 
numerous and valuable, as will be seen from the list appended to 
the report, but only the more important can be mentioned here. 
In the Ethnographical department special reference should be made 
to three historical bone Meres, purchased and presented to the 
Museum by the Hon. A. M. Myers, Mr. Henry Brett, and Mr. R. H. 
Abbott. Two of these were formerly the property of the celebrated 
chieftain Rewi Maniapoto, whose name will always be remembered 
in connection with the Maori War and the defence of Orakau 
against our troops. The third belonged to the well-known Hriwera 
warrior Hauwai. 

Mr. H. E. Partridge has donated ten plaster bas-reliefs of the 
busts of Maoris and Hawaiian®, modelled from life by the well- 
known sculptor Allan Hutchinson. These will be most useful to 
the Museum when attempts are made to prepare modelled groups 
of Maoris engaged in their old-time avocations. 

Another valuable addition consists of ten limestone slabs bear¬ 
ing ^pre-Maori rock paintings or pictographs, obtained by Dr. 
Elmore, an American scientist, from certain rock shelters in North 
Otago. The cost of excavating the slabs, together with others in¬ 
tended for the Otago Museum, was borne by the Otago and Auck¬ 
land Institutes. Although these pictographs, together with others 
in Canterbury, have been known for many years, they have not 
attracted the notice that they certainly deserve. 

Single articles of note consist of a remarkably fine and delicately 
carved charm or “mauri,” presented by Mr. F. R. Hutchinson; a 
large and beautifully polished stone adze, contributed by Mr. R. W. 
Duder; and one of the rare neck ornaments carved from the teeth 
of the sperm whale, donated by Mr. Percy Monk. 

In last, year's Report the Council stated that arrangements had 
been made with the Gizch Museum, Cairo, for a first instalment of 
Egyptian antiquities. The collection has since arrived, and has 
been placed in a special show-case. It contains about 100 examples, 
the most interesting being a series of vases, bowls, libation vessels, 
etc., discovered by Dr. Quibell in an 11th dynasty tomb at Sakkarah, 
near Memphis. The collection forms a very welcome acquisition, 
and it is hoped that arrangements may be made for other consign¬ 
ments.

Mr. Henry Shaw, whose previous gifts of Japanese porcelain, 
bronzes, ivories, etc., are still fresh in the memory of the Institute, 
has made an additional presentation of Satsuma and Kioto porce¬ 
lain, comprising more than 50 articles, together with a few tempo¬ 
rarily lent. A special case has been provided, in which the speci¬ 
mens are now exhibited. The thanks of the Museum have been 
voted to Mr. Shaw for this renewed instance of liberality. 

Dr. C. J. Wood, Bishop of Melanesia, has presented a remark¬ 
ably good outrigger canoe. 29ft. in length, from the Island of 
Tikopia, in the eastern part of the Solomon group. Dr. Wood had 
previously contributed two fine canoes of different types to the 
Museum, and his present gift is valuable as a help towards forming 
a comparative series. 

Among other ethnographical additions, mention may be made 
of a series of 20 articles from various localities donated by Mr. 
L. J. Steele; some excellent swords and other specimens from the 
Niger River, presented by Mr. F. J. Hutchinson; various articles 
of special merit from Polynesia and Melanesia, given by Colonel 
Gudgeon; a miscellaneous collection, mainly from Melanesia, from 
Mr. G. Graham, for many years a regular contributor to the 
Museum ; and, finally, a miscellaneous collection of 38 specimens 
from Mrs. J. Kirker. 

In the natural history department, although a considerable num¬ 
ber of small additions have been received, all of which are men¬ 
tioned in the appended lists, no collections of any size have been 
added, apart from those obtained by the staff of the Museum. It is 
quite evident that in the future, so far as many classes of specimens 
are concerned, the Museum must rely on the activities of its own 
officers, or on trained collectors engaged by it. 

Library.— The undoubted risk of loss through submarines, and 
the greatly increased charges for freight, insurance, etc., have com¬ 
pelled the Council to suspend the purchase of books for the present. 
It has been decided, however, to keep up the subscriptions to all 
magazines and serial publications at present on the Society’s list. 
These come by regular mail-steamer, where the risk is apparently 
not so great, for the percentage which fails to arrive is incon¬ 
siderable. The effect of the change has been to considerably lower 
the expenditure on the Library, which is shown by the balance- 
sheet to have been £58, whereas in the previous year the amount 
was £111 16s. 5d. 

The Council have pleasure in acknowledging the donation by 
Mr. R. Logan of a copy of Rothschild’s costly and magnificent work- 
on “Extinct Birds.” The former presence of the Moa and other 
extinct birds in Hew Zealand, and the fact that several of the living- 
species are fast verging towards extinction, renders this gift of 
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considerable importance. It should also be mentioned that Pro¬ 
fessor Brown still continues to forward copies of “Science Abstracts” 
as soon as each year is completed. Through his kindness, the 
Institute possesses a complete set of the publication. In addition 
to the above, and to a few minor donations, the usual presentations 
and exchanges from foreign Societies have been received and placed 
in the Library. 

Development of the Museum and the Need for a New Site. 

—The summary just given of the work performed by the Institute 
during the year affords many evidences of progress and many proofs 
of the increasing interest taken by the citizens in both the Museum 
and Library. But regularly increasing donations and additions, 
however gratifying they may be as proofs of public confidence and 
support, are every year increasing the difficulty in housing the 
collections and exhibiting them to the public. They accentuate the 
one main fact hindering the development of the Museum and the 
efforts of its guardians to place it on a higher level—want of room. 
And this want is not confined to one branch of the Museum, but 
exists in every department. In addition, it effectually prevents any 
expansion of the present aims of the institution. There are many 
activities usually associated with a well-ordered and progressive 
Museum that are excluded from the Auckland Museum through 
want of room. 

Much consideration has been given to the matter by the Council, 
and several meetings have been held. It soon became obvious that 
the question for decision was simply this—Can sufficient accommo¬ 
dation, with due regard to future needs, be obtained on the present 
site; and if not, what site is best adapted for the purpose? Investi¬ 
gation soon proved that the unbuilt-upon portion of the existing 
site, with its almost precipitous slope, was likely to prove both 
inconvenient and expensive, while it was not large enough for 
present requirements, to say nothing of future needs. 

It was then suggested that the site should be enlarged by the 
purchase of the remaining portion of the Princes Street frontage 
as far as Waterloo Quadrant. Enquiries were made as to the value 
of the land, when it was ascertained that the cost would be so great 
as to be altogether beyond the means of the Institute. Further, 
it was regarded as highly doubtful whether the Institute eould 
successfully finance any scheme involving the purchase of expensive 
city property as well as the erection of new buildings. 

Having arrived at the conclusion that the removal of the 
Museum from its present position was inevitable, it became neces¬ 
sary for the Council to search for a new locality. In doing this, it 
was recognised that the new Museum should occupy a central posi¬ 
tion, and should possess the fundamental advantages of room for 
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future expansion, decreased risk of fire, and freedom from dust and 
smoke. Further, it was admitted that as no public Museum in 
Australia or New Zealand has had to provide its own site, there 
was no reason why the Auckland Museum should be treated in a 
different manner. 

After an examination of those sites—by no means numerous— 
that complied with the conditions mentioned above, a meeting of 
the Council was held to decide which was the most suitable. After 
full discussion, and after the reasons in favour of changing the site 
had again been reviewed, the following resolution was moved by 
Hon. E. Mitchelson, seconded by Mr. C. J. Parr, M.P., and unani¬ 
mously adopted:—“That this Council is of opinibn that the most 
suitable site upon which to erect a permanent Museum is that part 
of the Auckland Domain known as Observatory Hill; and that the 
Auckland City Council be requested to assent to this proposition, 
with the view of asking Parliament for authority and power to 
carry out the project.” 

This expression of the views of the Institute was placed before 
the City Council at a meeting held on February 7th. It was sup¬ 
ported by the Mayor and Deputy Mayor, who respectively proposed 
and seconded the following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted:—“That the request of the Council of the Auckland Insti¬ 
tute and Museum for the permission of the Auckland City Council 
to place a Museum building upon Observatory Hill, in the Auckland 
Domain, be granted, subject to the Council of the Institute pro¬ 
moting the necessary validating legislation. Further, the Council 
of the Institute to make provision for the City Council being repre¬ 
sented on their body as follows:—Mayor of Auckland, ex officio 
Member of the Council of the Institute, and two others to be nomin¬ 
ated by the Auckland City Council.” It is a satisfaction to the 
Council of the Institute to receive such a sympathetic assurance 
of co-operation from the City Council, and it is hoped that such 
friendly relations may'long exist. 

The Council of the Institute has approved of the terms pre¬ 
scribed by the City Council, and is taking steps to promote the 
necessary legislation as soon as practicable in order to enable the 
proposed new building to be erected within the Auckland Domain. 

In the foregoing statement the members have received a full 
account of the operations undertaken by the Council during the 
year, and their probable trend. It is hoped that at some not far 
distant time these may lead to the erection on Observatory Hill of 
a new Museum for Auckland, planned on a scale worthy of the 
largest city in the Dominion, and capable of taking a high place 
among the Museums of Australasia.
